Students who worked part-time 
or during the summer may have a 
refund coming on their 1967 
Federal income tax returns, Wil- 
liam E, Williams, District 
Director of Internal Revenue said 
today. 

Students are required to file a 
tax. return if they earned $600 or 
More, If they earned less than 
$600 and taxes were withheld from 
wages by their employers, they 
should file a return in order to 
obtain a refund of the tax withheld 
from their wages, 

Unmarried students who earn 
less than $900 will not owe any 
Federal income tax, They are en= 
titled to claim the usual $600 per= 
sonal exemption, pius a $300 mim= 
mum standard deduction,

ground reservoir. 

Supt. Bassett ‘explained that 
modern reservoirs are covered, 
He said that certain types of algae 
cannot grow without sunlight, Since 
the underground reservoir is 
covered there is no _ sunlight, 
Foreign matter is also excluded 
from the reservoir into which 
pure water is pumped. Evapora= 
tion is also minimized inthe warm 
weather, 

The new reservoir, located next 
to the Bancroft school, will provide 
greater fire protection and will 
have a bearing on the Under- 
writers’ ratings in the town, 

It will also be the source of a 
reserve water supply in the hot 
summer months when the system 
is taxed by lawn sprinklers or 
other warm weather needs, 

The facility will also provide 
a safeguard in the event of a 
serious break in a water main, 
The reservoir could then be relied 
upon to provide a_ supply to make 
up for any loss from the break,

2. Plans for the development of individual lots within the office park, including those

c) The plans have been submitted to the Planning Board in accordance with the 
provisions above and the Planning Board has reported thereon or two weeks 
shall have elapsed subsequent to the public hearing. In this case the Board 
of Appeals may act without consideration of Planning Board comments. 

8) Application for approval of plans by the Board of Appeals shall be made under

(5) In granting special exceptions under the foregoing Paragraphs, the Board of 
Appeals shall take into account thecharacter of the proposed sign, its relationship 
with the building and size of the building, if attached to a building, the subject 
matter of the sign, the impact of the sign upon the highway and such other factors 
as it deems appropriate, It shall grant such exceptions only with restraint, 

(6) The use of neon or similar gaseous tube signs is prohibited, Fluorescent illumina= 
tion may be used only for internal illumination of a lighted sign.

(d) For trade, professional or other school, a number of spaces equal to the faculty 
and administrative staff plus spaces at least equal to two thirds of the student 
capacity of the school, for occupant parking and at least ten spaces for transient 
or visitor parking, ;

That provides enough time for every eligible voter to 
cast his ballot. 

Those who don’t take the time to vote on election day 
have little right to criticize what goes on in town affairs 
during the rest of the year. Choosing officials who will 
carry out the wishes of the electorate is the first order 
of business. 

Monday’s balloting is the initial action of the annual 
town meeting. When the polls are closed, the meeting 
stands adjourned until Saturday, March 9 when action on 
the remainder of the articles in the warrant will come up 
for discussion and action. 

In addition to the regular town meeting this year, there 
will be a special town meeting immediately following the 
regular one. 

There are 70 articles in the regular warrant and ten in 
the supplementary warrant for a total of 80 which must be 
acted upon at one or more sessions. 

The tax rate is going up this year, there is no doubt 
about that. The amount of the increase will depend upon 
actions taken at town meeting. 

We urge every registered voter to go to the polls on 
Monday and to follow this up by attending town meeting a 
week from Saturday. 


Future Of The Buses 


The future of bus service between Andover and the 
other Greater Lawrence communities will depend very 
much on the action taken on Article 28 of the annual town 
meeting warrant. 

This article seeks the appropriation of $21,000 and also 
authorization for the town manager to enter into a one year 
year agreement with the Massachusetts Bay Transporta- 
tion Authority (MBTA) to use this money to defray deficits 
of the bus line incurred by providing passenger service in 
the area or to Boston. 

The MBTA intends to take over the Eastern Mass. St. 
Railway Co. with a $35 million grant from the Federal 
government’s Housing and Urban Development Commis- 
sion. The deal was supposed to have gone through at the 
first of the year, but was delayed to give the communi- 
ties involved an opportunity to prepare for the change 
over. The MBTA is pressing to have the loan granted be- 
fore March 1 so that the money will not go to some other 
State. 

Few doubt that the Eastern Mass. will be taken over by 
the MBTA. Everyone interested also knows that the MBTA 
is not a bit concemed with local bus service in this area. 
The service and the income are on the South Shore and 
that is the area to which future planning is directed. 

Meanwhile, continuation of even the limited service of 
the present time depends in all probability on the action 
taken on Article 28 when it comes up at town meeting. 

Those who have to depend on buses for their trans- 
portation must take what the Eastern Mass. ‘offers -them. 
If the run is a paying one, such as early morning work 
runs, or the return from work service in the afternoon, the 
bus company is on the job. 

But the company killed all the night runs, including the 
Tuesday and Friday buses last summer, and of course 
haven’t had buses on Sunday for years. 

Such poor service discourages the use of mass trans- 
portation. And because of this discouragement, -many 
people are not concerned with bus service and couldn’t 
care less if the service didn’t exist. 

Yet, there are others who are vitally interested, even 
though they may be in the minority. 

Many of them depend on the buses to get to and from 
their work and to accomplish the everyday needs of life. 

When the matter of bus service came up for discussion 
at the conference of the selectmen and the finance com- 
mission last week there were sharp differences of opinion. 

At the outset, Town Manager Richard J. Bowen told the 
gathering that Article 28 boiled down to the fact of An- 
dover either having bus service or not having bus 
service, 

He explained that efforts are being made to have a 
private bus line take over the service in Greater Law- 
rence, including Andover. If such a private carrier came 
in the manager explained, the contract with the MBTA 
could be cancelled. . 

The manager said that the difficulty in attracting a

With a sort of dog in the manger attitude, the Eastern 
Mass. or the MBTA would gladly give up the local service 
but wants to hang on to the run that makes money. 

On the other hand, .a private carrier doesn’t want to 
take over without the assurance that the Boston run will 
offset some of the losses on other routes. ‘ 

Everyone concerned would be glad to see a new carrier 
provide bus service in the area. When the Eastern Mass. 
got out of Haverhill, the Michaud lines took over and 
according to all reports is providing excellent service to 
the satisfaction of those using buses. 

The Michaud company is one of the firms with which our 
officials are now dealing. There is no doubt this firm, ‘or 
some other, would come in if the Lawrence-Boston run 
was part of the package. . 

One of the questions asked at the selectmen’s gathering 
with the finance committee was whether or not the sub- 
sidization fee would vary from year to year. 

Manager Bowen told the questioner that there wasn’t 
any doubt about it changing. He said it could be $40,000 
next year, $60,000 the next and so on. 

The selectmen went on record as favoring the appro- 
priation, but there was somewhat of a consensus that 
those concerned with bus service must go to town meeting 
and support the article. 

Mass transportation is vital to any community. Andover 
is no exception. It goes without saying that Article 28 is 
one of the important ones in this year’s warrant. 

It might be added that action on this article will be 
preceded by one dealing with train service. Both the 
selectmen and the FinCom favored the appropriation of 
$5,000 for the continuation for a year of one-train a day 
service between.
